The 
number of people known to have been 
kdlcd within the last four or five days’ 
attacks aggregate about forty.

State lines; I am not a citizen of New 
York, but I address you as fellow citizens 
of the United States of America. 
[Ap- 
plume, j Fellow citizens, a great crime bas 
jeen done; a crime against Republican 
institutions, against this government, and 
against civil liberty throughout the world; 
and, to a certain extent, the criminal is 
still at large. This evening I shall devote 
myself chiefly to the “The History ot a 
Crime,” bat shall also allude to certain 
issues, some local and others National.

within the next IOO years.” 
ABOUT FRAUD. 
Yon have heard the cry of fraud, I sup­ 
pose. 
[Laughter.] 
I know something 
about fraud, too. The cry has been so of­ 
ten repeated 
that I propose to give 
you a few statistics upon the subject. The 
whole loss to the Government upon all 
moneys collected during tho administra­ 
tion of Folk was $3 34 on the $1,000; dur­ 
ing that of Taylor and Fillmore, $7 04 ; 
Fierce. $5 3G; Buchanan, $G 93; Lincoln, 
$1 41 [applause;] Johnson, 43 cents; during 
Grant'd first term, 40 cents; and during his 
his second term, 26 cen ta to the $1,000. 
Loud applause ] 
That is every cent that 
was lost out of an the money received by 
the Treasury. Of all the money received 
from customs from the date on which 
Abraham Lincoln was sworn in down to 
the day of President Grant’s administra­ 
tion, the whole loss was less than one six­ 
tieth of I per cent.

ieest, and then they gravely informed us 
that they had always owned that calf. 
[Laughter.] 
Such magnanimity e? was 
exhibited to these rebels wes never before 
exhibited by auy nation es recorded in 
either sacred or profane h ’story. 
Never 
hrs such magnanimity been shown, and in 
my humble judgment never will be again. 
[Laughter.]

I was oat of the Senate for four years, 
and returned on the 4th of March last. I 
returned to the old teat and found the self­ 
same issues were being discussed that were 
there twenty-seven years ago, and had I 
closed my eyes I could have believed that 
I had taken a Rip Van Winkle sleep for 
that period. In ISG I the Democrats said,

John i'eterson, the engineer, whose lo­ 
comotive killed Mi"3 Bussing, saw her ami 
her two c »mpanions as they attempted to 
crors on the plank lying between the two 
rails, and leading over tho trestle work 
bridge. 
He Wfs running at the rate ot 
thirty-five miles an hour. The girls had 
time to cro s the bridge, and it was not his 
duty, he said, to stop the train until he saw 
M rs Bussing lad. At this time she bad 
only about lour feet to go to arrive on 
firm ground, where she could fc leap to olg 
side of the track. 
Peterson reversed bis 
engine and applied the air brakes. ‘\Shc’# 
up, Jack," shouted the fireman in his tar. 
From the place where be Stood after ap­ 
plying the brakes the upper works ol the 
locomotive hid the girl lrom his vie a . lie 
leaned to the left when he heard the words 
of he fireman, and as be looked out of the 
cab window he saw ber tall again. 
The 
engine was yet reversed, and the brakes 
were rapidly bringing the train to a ship. 
“It’s too late.” was his only response to the 
fireman. 
Hies Bu sing, as she fell the 
second time, was partly on firm ground. 
She threw herself to one side, so that lief 
body and left arm were beyond the track. 
Peterson says that he shall never to hie 
dying clay forget the face he saw rs btu- 
was drawn unconscious from under the 
train. 
On Tuesday afternoon, the day after tin 
killing of Miss Bussing, as Peterson wa! 
running the same locomotive,No. 2, to 
ward Jersey City, a child about two year*- 
old ran out from behind some bushes near 
Tyler park in front of the locomotive. Tilt 
child was instantly killed. 
In this cam 
there was no possibility of stopping the 
tram in lime to prevent the accident. 
IV*- 
terson stopped it, however, as soon as he 
could, aud ihe boily was picked np and 
sent home. 
When the* train arrived at the 
depot, Peterson, with tears in his eye#, 
leaped down lrom the locomotive and sain 
that, come what might, he would never 
climb Into it again, lie seemed to think 
there was some Jaunty about it h>r hull. 
The railroad officials examining into I Im 
two cases, decided that he had not been at 
all blameworthy. They urged him to ro- 
sume his charge of the locomotive, but hr 
declared thai he would not do so. 
“I will run a f reight train,” he raid, *\ji 
take any other posit ion you may choose Ut 
giye me on the road, but I dare not enter 
that engine again.” 
Another passenger locomotive will Ik. 
put under his charge.

Baumgarten Pleads Guilty, 
Sentenced, and Taken to 
Waupun. 


Is 


How He ta to Observe the Anni* 
Tertiary of the Murder. 


T h re a ts of A ssassin atio n . 


About six o’clock last evening District 
Attorney bale received a telegram from 
Sheriff Comstock from Waupun stating 
that he had arrived there all right with 
Baumgarten and had turned that prisoner 
over to the care of the warden of the State 
Prison and taken his receipt for the same. 
This will prove a surprise to those who 
expected that 
Baumgaten 
would 
be 
brought here for trull. It appears that an 
arrangement was made for Baumgarten to 
be quietly 
slipped out of Milwaukee, 
brought to Monroe, bod allowed to plead 
guilty, and on being sentenced, to be taken 
to Waupun at once. This arrangement 
was carried out with the utmost secrecy* 
and all announcements of the fact were 
kept from the public uotil last night alter 
the prisoner had been safely lodged within 
the prison wafla. 
Tho information was filed against him 
last Monday, and Tuesday Sheriff Com­ 
stock went to Milwaukee and got Baum­ 
garten, aud took him to Monroe Wednes­ 
day. 
The prisoner’s attorney, William 
Smith, was notified and took that evening’s 
train tor Monroo, and upon his arrival the 
prisoner was brought before Judge Conger. 
Baumgarten seemed much less agitate J 
than when brought before J usticc Brooks 
for examination in this city, and the work 
of sentencing him was aoon over. 
Judge 
Conger did not make any remarks, hut 
simply passed sentence in accordance with 
the form ot the law, sending the prisoner 
to Waupun tor life, and ordering that on 
the 23 J and 21th ot September of each 
year he should be kept in su b tly confine­ 
ment, the 23J being the date on which the 
murder was committed. 
Sheriff Comstock took his prisoner to 
Waupun yesterday, ami as soon as he was
